Washin gton , May 26 (Æ>) — Re­ 
pu blican orators are steppin g ou t 
this week with speeches on a 
sin gle su bject—the n ation al debt 
—thu s layin g emphasis on a 
theme which man y politician s 
say will resou n d throu gh the 
1940 election . 
The Repu blican n ation al com- 
mitee, in fact, has proclaimed 
this as “Nation al Debt Week,” in ­ 
ten ded to call the people’s atten ­ 
tion to the fiscal position of the 
govern men t. 
The design ation brou ght sa­ 
tiric commen t from Presiden t 
Roosevelt Mon day n ight in hîs: 
speech to the American Retail 
Federation . 
“This week,” he said, “is ded­ 
icated by the oppon en ts of the 
admin istration to merchan disin g 
horror abou t the n ation al debt.

That report apparen tly im­ 
pelled the decision to halt sal­ 
vage operation s for the time- 
bein g to give techn ical experts 
a chan ce to decide u pon the best 
procedu re. 
An officer explain ed th at so 
in tricate is the problem that on e 
pou n d of bu oyan cy either way 
cou ld “make all the differen ce 
between su ccess an d failu re.” An 
almost perfect balan ce mu st be 
stru ck in bu oyan cy as water is 
forced ou t an d air pu mped in 
to brin g the 1,450-ton craft to 
the su rface. 
Shou ld too mu ch air be forced 
in , the Squ alu s might blow ou t 
some of its valves, fill with water 
an d sin k again , he con tin u ed. 
Shou ld too little go in it wou ld 
n ot rise. If the balan ce were 
wron g it might rise n ose-first 
to strike the rescu e ship Fal­ 
con ; or break its lin es an d shoot 
free, perhaps to sin k again .

Throu gh the n ight the royal 
train sped across the Saskatche­ 
wan an d in to Alberta, an d as 
dawn broke Kin g George an d 
Qu een Elizabeth cou ld see for 
themselves the big bran ches of 
their largest domin ion . 
Crowds had been pou rin g in to 
Calgary yesterday, in clu din g the 
cowboys in the big sombreros, 
some old an d some battered, an d 
bright-colored shirts. 
The kin g an d qu een got a taste 
of the wide open spaces in a 30- 
min u te stop last n ight a t Moose 
Jaw, where they drove u p an d 
down Main street cheered by 
perhaps 40,000 people.

Sometimes the fu tu re seems to d escend u pon 
u s with breathtak ing su d d enness. 
For twelv e 
y ears we hav e d reamed of the promise implicit 
in Lind bergh’s solitary flight from New York to 
Parte On the twelfth anniv ersary of that ex ­ 
ploit, the Yank ee Clipper, first of three fly ing 
ships which will engage in a regu lar passenger 
and airmail serv ice across the Atlantic, set ou t 
on its maid en v oy oge. “Pretty mu ch of a rou tine 
operation” officials called it, ind icating there­ 
with how carefu lly preparations had been mad e 
for inau gu rating the trans-Atlantic airline. 
No passengers were carried on the first flight. 
Not u ntil fiv e rou nd trips hav e been mad e, it is 
annou nced , will this part of the serv ice be a t­ 
tempted . Again, cau tion. Pilots will ad d to their 
k nowled ge and ex perience in oceanic flight be­ 
fore risk ing liv es. 
It mu st be confessed that the Yank ee Clip­ 
per was held u p fou r hou rs. Bu t not by storms 
or head wind s. Stamps! So great was the inter­ 
est of the philatelists that at Horto in the Azores 
the su pply ran ou t, and more had to be obtained 
from nearby island s. A total of 23,000 letters 
from United States’ collectors had to be stamped . 
Av eraging better than 17 5 miles an hou r on its 
hop to the Azores, the Yank ee Clipper land ed at 
Lisbon, Portu gal, and from there to Marseilles 
w^is a short hop. Satu rd ay the Atlantic Clipper, 
a sister ship, will tak e the airway s; and some­ 
time nex t month a third plane will be intro­ 
d u ced into the serv ice. Trav elers will be able 
to fly to Eu rope in abou t a d ay . 
So apparently , we hav e cau ght u p witfi the 
fu tu re. Ev en thou gh we d reamed of a regu lar 
air serv ice across the Atlantic, there was su ch a 
chasm between Lind berg’s solo flight and actu al 
operation of a transport line ru nning on sched u le 
that fu lfiillment seemed remote ind eed . If we 


project ou rselv es another twelv e y ears into the 
fu tu re, can we not see the sk ies mapped with 
as many lanes as the sea beneath, and ships 
with wings going into appointed rou nd s with the 
ex actitu d e of a rad io beam? 


FAIR EXCHANGE 
As inv igorating as will be the cu ps of break ­ 
fast cheer in prospect for Italy comes the word 
from there that a sporting clu b is willing to 
trad e one of its football stars to Brazil for some 
bags of coffee beans. 
It appears Italy is short on coffee and long 
on a particu lar football play er; while Brazil is 
long on coffee and short on socce^ heroes. Re­ 
cently the Italian gov ernment annou nced coffee 
wou ld be scarce from now on becau se nations 
raising it wanted cash, bu t refu sed ord inary 
barter terms. 
W hat cou ld be a happier thou ght, and one 
more cond u civ e to peace, than mak ing this 
trad e? 
The football play er d esired by Brazil is a Uru ­ 
gu ay an, by name Figliola, u nd er contract with 
a clu b in Geno^. Ped ro Noav es, presid ent of the 
Vasco Da Gama Football clu b of Rio d e Janiero, 
mad e application for Figliolo’s release to play 
in Sou th America. Back came the answer, in 
effect. 
“One football play er for a certain nu mber of 
bags of coffee.” 
The d eal is u nd er consid eration and one can­ 
not bu t hope it will go throu gh. 
It may open 
the d oor for similar trad es in other sporting 
field s. Until it is settled how many bags of coffee 
Figliola rates, it will be impossible,for instance 
to settle how many tons of cotton wou ld be 
d emand ed for a tennis star. 
Or how many 
lobsters Maine might giv e for New Jersey ’s Tony 
Galento. 


The Ma rch o f Destiny

RUSSIA UNDER THE TSARS 
At the time the Ru ssians be­ 
gan to pu sh back the Tatars, 
Moscow had a fairly strong cen­ 
tral gov ernment, head ed by a 
Grand Du k e; bu t there was no 
trad e and no wealth and there 
were no large cities. The only 
hope of raising money for the 
rich and the ru lers was throu gh 
agricu ltu re — and since Ru ssia 
had no means for secu ring large 
nu mbers of slav es to till the land , 
and since the nativ es cou ld see 
no sense in raising crops that 
wou ld be tak en away from them 
by their masters as soon as the 
harv est was in. the Grand Du k e 
solv ed the problem by enslav ing 
the entire popu lation: The help­ 
less peasants became serfs, who 
were not permitted to leav e the 
land on which they d welt—and 
who went with the land when it 
was sold or inherited or giv en to 
some fav orite. 
On the eastern, or Asiatic, 
frontiers of the cu ltiv ated land s 
there was a scattered fringe of 
ownerless men—ru naway serfs, 
half-breed Tatar nomad s, od d s 
and end s of wand erers from cen­ 
tral Asia and the far corners of 
the earth. And from them were 
bred the Cossack s, who play ed 
su ch a d ramatic role in later 
history . 
These pioneers k ept mov ing

eastward to escape being en­ 
slav ed by the Tsar. As 
they 
mov ed they d rov e ou t the weak ­ 
ened Tatars. And , lik ewise, as 
they mov ed the armed forces and 
garrisons of the Tsar k ept mov ­ 
ing in behind them. The Cos­ 
sack s d id the fighting and the 
Ru ssian nobles got the land . Fi­ 
nally the Ru ssia Empire reached 
clear throu gh to the Pacific 
Ocean and ex tend ed from the 
northern bord er of China far u p 
to the frozen north. Then it 
crossed the sea to tak e in Alask a, 
in North America, and the Ru s­ 
sians were at their greatest ex ­ 
panse. 
r 
The influ ence of Ru ssia in the 
affairs of western Eu rope con­ 
sisted of a great d eal of threat 
and v ery little actu al perform­ 
ance. She mark ed her coming of 
age by assisting to d riv e the 
Swed es ou t of their land s on the 
Ru ssian sid e of the Baltic—tak ­ 
ing those land s for herself and 
ev entu ally seizing Finland . 
She fou ght with v ariou s Eu ro­ 
pean powers ov er v ariou s things 
—and ev entu ally helped to cu t 
Poland into three pieces, one of 
which she k ept. She alway s 
claimed the right to own Con­ 
stantinople, throu gh the fact 
that a Pope ind u ced one of the 
early Tsars to marry a relativ e 
of the last emperor of the By ­ 
zantines. She fou ght the Tu rk s 
and 
u nd ou bted ly 
wou ld hav e 
beaten them and captu red Con­ 
stantinople—if the English and 
other Eu ropean powers had not 
been so jealou s and fearfu l of 
Ru ssia that they aid ed the Tu rk s. 
She pu shed so far to the sou th 
that the English consid ered Ru s­ 
sia to be their great menace in 
far away Ind ia—and English 
strategy and d iplomacy were long 
d ev oted to thwarting a Ru ssia 
that was su pposed to be inv inci­ 
ble. 
As a m atter of fact Ru ssia had 
little more power than a toy bal­ 
loon. The Ru ssians prov ed able 
to d o a satisfactory job of fight- 


j ing in those d ay s when battles 
! were fou ght by relativ ely small 
I forces—v ery often against hired 
¡sold iers from foreign cou ntries. 


Bu t there was no patriotic ferv or 
in the common man of Ru ssia. 
Since the d ay s of the Tatar con­ 
q u est he had nev er k nown a d ay 
when he cou ld call his sou l his 
own—or his bod y either. Lik e a 
cow on a rope, he was tethered 
to the soil where he was bom 
When he was d ragged away from 
home, d ressed u p in a u niform, 
giv en a gu n for the first time in 
his life, and then marched away 
to fight, he d id not k now what it 
was all abou t. And the only rea­ 
son why he d id not ru n away aft­ 
er the first hostile v olley was be­ 
cau se the Cossack s were behind 
him and wou ld rid e him d own 
and stick a long spear entirely 
throu gh him if he started to ru n. 
So he stay ed and fou ght as well 
as he cou ld —whieh was u su ally 
v ery poorly . 
They won some battles and 
they won some wars. We shall 
mention them again when we 
come to Napoleon and the angry 
little Japanese and the World 
War—and then the great col­ 
lapse and the coming of the 
Sov iets.

Cooperstown, N. Y. — Profes­ 
sionalism came to baseball in 
th e 1860’s. 
Up to 1868, rules of th e Na­ 
tional association proh ibited th e 
employ ment of any paid play er 
on a club nine. 
Howev er, riv alry between clubs 
of different cities became so liv e­ 
ly th at th e employ ment of ex ­ 
pert play ers was a m atter of 
common knowledge. 
Professionalism didn’t come in 
with out a figh t. Some observ ers 
believ ed th at baseball was righ t­ 
fully am ateur and would be ir­ 
rev ocably damaged by th e es­ 
tablish m ent of a gold standard. 
A. J. Reach was th e first pro­ 
fessional ball play er. One source 
reports h e was a professional in 
1864, wh en h e was transferred 
from Brookly n to Ph iladelph ia. 
Harry W righ t’s famous Cin­ 
cinnati Red Stockings of 1869 
were th e first professional team. 
Annual salaries ranged from $800 
to $1,400. 
A professional of today would­ 
n’t raise h is ey ebrows for such 
ch icken-feed. Yet th e Rad Stock­ 
ings m arch ed all ov er th e U. S., 
play ed “all comers” and won 81 
games with out a defeat. T h at 
record nev er h as been eq ualled. 
Th e 
nine-inning 
game 
h ad 
been introduced in 1858. “Called” 
balls were announced in 1863. 
Th e idea was to punish th e 
pitch er for bad tosses. 
In 
1863, too, base runners, 
th eretofore allowed to go around 
on a circuit near th e bases, h ad 
to touch th em. 
In 1864, th e “fair fly ” game 
was introduced. No longer was 
it possible to put a batter out by 
catch ing a ball on th e bound. 
In 1866, Robert Addy of Rock­ 
ford created a sensation by h it­ 
ting th e dirt on approach ing a 
base. Th e baseman was too as­ 
tonish ed to do any th ing, so Addy 
was safe. Th e base-stealing art 
was enliv ened a h undred-fold by 
th e introduction of sliding. 
About 1867 or 1868, William 
Arth ur (Candy ) Cummings as­ 
tonish ed th e world with th e first 
curv e ball. Th is pitch er for th e 
3tars of Brookly n was serv ing 
’em up one day wh en h e noticed 
th e ball curv ing. He was h av ing 
no difficulty in striking out th e 
batters. Th e nex t day h e inv ited 
friends to watch . Th ey laugh ed 
at th e idea of a curv e. Cum­ 
mings, h owev er, discov ered th e 
curv e came from a certain twist 
of th e wrist. He worked h ard 


until h e ach iev ed full control of 
th e mov ement. 
Ch ampionsh ip team s of th e 
1860’s included th e Eckfords of 
Brookly n, 
th e 
Atlantics 
of 
Brookly n, th e Unions of Morris- 
ania, and oth er leading clubs. 
Th e rise of th e pro play er, and 
h is superiority ov er th e am ateur, 
made a distinction necessary . 
Th e first professional league 
was organized in 1871, th e Na­ 
tional Association of Professional 
Ball Play ers. It lasted fiv e sea­ 
sons and led to form ation of th e 
National League.

Chry s- 
er Corporation, althou gh not in­ 
v olv ed in the labor d ispu te which 
tied u p the sev en Briggs plants, 
is the organization affected to 
he greatest ex tent. 
After arrangements had been 
mad e y esterd ay for nex t week ’s 
jarley between Cl OUAW( the

ator, the Homer Martin ind e­ 
pend ent grou p of u nion au to 
work ers stepped into the situ a­ 
tion.

Mod ern sanitary steel lock ers 
hold ing 300 pou nd s will be in­ 
stalled .

MEXICAN FLIER BREAKS RECORD TO FAIR 
New York, May 25 (A*)—Relax ­ 
ing after a danger-filled non­ 
stop flight from Mex ico City in 
a fiv e-y ear-old racing plane, 
Francisco Sarabia, Mex ico's fore­ 
most av iator, was an honor 
guest today at the New York 
World's Fair. 
His record-breaking flight cli­ 
max ed ceremonies opening the 
Mex ican pav ilion at the fair. 
The dark-haired wiry little 
flier y esterday completed the 2,- 
085-mile hop in 10 hours and 47 
minutes, eclipsing the record of 
14 hours, 19 minutes set May 8, 
1935. by the late Amelia Ear- 
hart. 
Sarabia, 39, is head of Mex ico’s 
largest domestic airline. 


He bought his plane, known to 
Sarabia as the MSky Conqueror” 
and to other pilots as the 
“ Streamlined Brick,” from J ac­ 
queline 
Cochran, 
a 
leading 
American feminine flier. It is the 
only one of its kind in ex istence. 
Miss Cochran cracked up in it 
in Rumania while fly ing to Aus­ 
tralia in the London-to-Mel- 
bourne race in 1934. It also met 
disaster in two Bendix trophy 
and two Thompson trophy speed 
races.

A Riv erside grotto at Lourdes, 
France, has become one of the 
most 
cherished 
of 
Catholic 
shrines since a y ou ng shepherd­ 
ess 81 y ears ago told of v isions 
in which the Virgin Mary came 
to her there. 
Millions hav e v isited the grot­ 
to and its miracu lou s spring for 
phy sical and spiritu al healing. 
Many who came helplessly lame 
hav e walked away , reporting 
themselv es cu red and leav ing be­ 
hind as v otiv e offerings the 
cru tches which line the wall of 
the grotto. 
It is to that shrine that Fred 
Snite, 
28 -y ear-old 
Chicagoan 
who has breathed with an iron 
lu ng since infantile paraly sis 
stru ck him three y ears ago, has 
gone. 
More than three-q u arters of a 
centu ry ago Bernadette Stou bir- 
ou s, a 14-y ear-old peasant girl, 
told skeptical clergy of her v i­ 
sions at the grotto on the banks 
of the Gav e de Pau in the Py re­ 
nees. 
She had seen, she said, a beau ­ 
tifu l lady “lov elier than I hav e 
ev er seen,” in a hollow of the 
rocks. She tpld of 18 v isions with­ 
in six months. The last, she in­ 
formed priests, had ordered her 
to » hav e the chu rch bu ild a cha- 
pfel on the spot and hav e proces­ 
sions come there. 
Fou r y ears later the diocese 
recognized ju stification in “be­ 
liev ing the reality of the appari­ 


tion.” In 1873 the first of the 
great national French pilgrimag­ 
es v isited the 15-foot square 
grotto, and a basilica was con­ 
structed on the hillside abov e it. 
Increasing pilgrimages— they 
now av erage an estimated 600,000 
a y ear—made the building in­ 
adequate, and the Church of the 
Rosary was built directly abov e 
the spring. 
In the grotto itself v isitors now 
see Bernadette’s v ision—depict­ 
ed by a great statue of the Virgin 
in a hollow of the rocks to the 
right of the spring. 
The spring has been walled off 
and the water is piped into ba­ 
sins below. Pilgrims bathe there 
or drink the water from taps in 
the walls. Chemists hav e report­ 
ed it has no chemical properties 
to account for the cures. In fact, 
the remarkable coldness of the 
water makes its application dan­ 
gerous for certain ailments. 
But the Bureau of Medical Au­ 
thentication of the grotto re­ 
ports 4,000 cures, partial or com­ 
plete, were effected in the first 50 
y ears of the shrine. Cures hav e 
been claimed for nerv ous diseas­ 
es, lameness, tuberculosis, tu­ 
mours, sores, cancers, deafness, 
and blindness. 
Snite hopes to find “ spiritual 
and mental” betterment but say s 
he will not be too disappointed 
if there is no phy sical improv e­ 
ment. 
He adds: 
“ I will make an earnest plea 


to Him and to the Blessed Moth­ 
er to help me, knowing that He 
can cure me if He should so de­ 
sire. But if it is not His will, and 
He surely knows best, thentt is 
not mine.”

New S p en d in g 
Will Be Left 
To Co n g ress 


Washin gton , May 25 (/P)—An 
au thoritativ e rep ort that Presi­ 
d en t Roosev elt has d ecid ed to let 
con gress take the in itiativ e for 
an y new fed eral sp en d in g coin ­ 
cid ed tod ay with an assertion by 
Sen ator By rd (D-Va) that ad d i­ 
tion al ex p en d itu res wou ld n ot 
p romote recov ery . 
Say in g that ap p rop riation s for 
the y ear begin n in g Ju ly 1 wou ld 
reach a p eacetime high of more 
than $10,000,000,000, By rd told 
rep orters: 
“We hav e n ot been able to 
p u rchase p rosp erity on borrowed 
money , an d the con tin u ed effort 
to d o this will in ev itably lead to 
d isastrou s resu lts. 
“It is fu tile, I thin k, to talk 
abou t a new sp en d in g p rogram 
when we are now sp en d in g the 
largest su m in ou r history . 
“Pu mp p rimin g an d d eficit 
sp en d in g hav e had a fair trial 
after six y ears to the tu n e of 
n early treblin g the p u blic d ebt.” 
Legislators in a p osition to 
know ex p ressed the belief that 
Mr. Roosev elt was relu ctan t to 
recommen d an y new sp en d in g 
p rogram, bu t that he wou ld n ot 
object *Lf his followers in con ­ 
gress ad v an ced one. 
Sen ator By rn es (D-SC) told 
rep orters that field offices of the 
Pu blic Works Ad min istration re­ 
cen tly had waged an activ e cam­ 
p aign for an other $500,000,000 
PWA ap p rop riation .
